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Judge Gary'* Views. 
. 
. 


* The American Iron and Steel Institute held its annual meet- 
ing in New York last week and at the closing session Judge 
Hlberl H. Gary, president of the organization, delivered an 
address in which he touched on mafty matters of government 
in his customary plain and emphatic way. 
He advocated 


taking !he tariff out of polilicSi the exercise of a little more 
common sense on the part of the people in selecting their 
representatives, a lessening of the tax burden and the post- 
ponement of the bonus question to a later date. 


Judge Gary is a man of great ability and large business ex- 


perience, and when he speaks he usually has something to 
say that is worth hearing and heeding. 
Not all can be ex- 


pected to agree with all of his views, but all will admit that he 
is an earnest and honest man whose motives and judgment 
are to be respected. 


In speaking of the tariff Judge Gary said what many have 


' long believed— that the schedules should be arranged by ex- 
perts and not by politicians. He contended that there should 
be a tariff commission composed of 'well paid, high-minded, 
intelligent and competent non-partisairmen to ascertain the 
facts and figures -and communicate them to the law making 
body. 
He said the lariff has become an important political 


question, which it ought not to be. 
It is, he said, a question 


that should be settled on strictly scientific principles and from 
the standpoint of fairness to every part of the country. 


'On the subject of government burdens Judge Gary said 


"We have not, 1 think,- passed entirely from under the cloud 
of adversity. 
Certainly we are carrying hitherto unheard-of 


lieavy governmental financial burdens. To help us bear them 
gracefully and contentedly there must be not only forbearance 
encouragement and assistance from every department of gov 
eminent up to the limit of propriety and justice, but there 
must also be entertained by every individual, consistently and 
constantly, a spirit of patience,- pluck, energy, generosity, loy- 


• ally and charily fully up to his or her intelligence." This may 
seem to some like a large order, but it is one that will have to 
be filled before the country passes, as Judge Gary puts it, "en 
iirely from under the clouds of adversity." 


It is the belief of Mr. Gary that the lime is not ripe for a 


final. delermiiinljon of the bonus question. He says the load 
of taxation should be lightened and not increased atThis lime 
and thai all should bend Iheir energies to this end. 
"Enter- 


prise has staggered under Ihe'burden," he continued. 
"It 


would not be difficult to break its back. These are not idle 
words. They are a solemn warning, not only to soldiers, but 
to everyone who is at present seeking what is neither reasoif- 
able nor patriotic." 


These are only some of (he points touched upon by this 


great business leader, but they are a fair sample of his views 
on conditions :as they are, and as to what must be done to 
enable the country to emerge from its difficult position and get 
back to something approaching normal. . 


It is not to be cxpecled that there will be general agreement 


on all of Mr. Gary's views, but they are well worth consider- 
ing, and without doubt they will be accepted by many as sound 
and correct. His success as a great industrial leader and finan- 
cier entitles his opinions to respect, especially when it is re- 
membered that he is a man who talks not for Ihe sake of hear- 
ing himself, but with an honest purpose to assist in solving 
questions that are pressing for solution in the midst of clamor 
that is often more confusing lhan enlightening.
